EMIGRATION OF THE NEGRO.

Senator Morgan Says There Ig No Chance for 
the Negro in This Country. 

WASHINGTON, January 7,—Among the bills pre- 
sented and referred in the senate was one by Mr. 
Faalkner, to provide fef the world’s expositon at 
the national capitol im 1392. 

Mr. Morgan proceeded to address the senate on 
the subject of the bill, heretofore, intrjaced by 
Mr. Butier, to provide for the emigration of, per- 
sons of color from the southern states. 

in summing up his speech, Mr. Morgan pointed 
to the fact that negroes had no chance to rise 
in this country. There was no negro bank presi- 
dents, no negro railroad -presidenta, no negro 
presidents of manufacturing, commercial, mining 
or navigation companies; no negro directors, 
cashiers or tellers in banks, no negro engineers or 
conductors on railways; no négro state or judge; 
no negro governor of a state or territory; no 
negroin any legisiature; nonegre representative 
in éither howe of congress, For any negro 
the entire field of endeavor was limited 
to political exploits. This field was occupied with 
little benefit to himself and with great injury to 
others. Political intuence would never lift the 
negro race in this €ountry above its present level. 
On the contrary, the function and coffision caused 
by negroes by the use of the ballot, would create 
more and more envy against the negro race. He 
(Morgan) looked forward to the establishment ofa 
free republican. government in the Congo region 
by the influence of American negroes, who would 
thus be redeemers and regenerators of their 
fatherland. He had a plan which he would pre- 
sent to the committee on foreign relations; but 
he should indulge in the hope that some plan bet- 
ter than his would be found to facilitate the im- 
portant work of civilizing the interior of centra! 
Africa by inducing 8,000,000 of the negroes in this 
conntry to contribute their strength, knowledge 
ami Christianity to that work. He thuiked the 
senate for the patience with which it had listened 
to his remarks.

The Census to Separate Negroes, Mulattoes 
and Quadroons in Its Reports, 

WASHINGTON, January 7.—The superintendent 
of census, Mr. Porter, in a letter to the secretary 
of the interior, says that among the numerous re- 
quests for special investigation which have come 
to his office fis a somewhat formidable one peti- 
tioning the superintendent of the census to make 
a report in relation to the exact condition, finan- 
cial and social, of the colored race in this country. 
The census act of March 1, 1889, provides for the 
first time for a sub-division of the colored popu- 
lation inte “negroes, mulattoes, quadroons and 
octaroons.”’

be made in the population schedule. 


via—Mr. Porter says the report of the assessed 
value of property during the last ten years has 
been divided into that held by the colored and 
white population. 

Returns of the assessed valuation of property of 
this state indicate that the -per- 
centage of increase of holdings of the 
colored population has been considerably 
greater than the increase in the aggregate valua- 
tion of the state,.and itis. therefore, natural, he 
adds, that those interested in the progress of the 
eolored citizen of the south should desire a more 
elaborate inquiry which would serve to show the 
relative progress of the two races in the United 
States. In view of this, the superintendent has 
requested several special agents of his office to 
make an estimate of the additional cost or to as- 
certain the obstacles, if any, in the way of 

MAKING A SEPARATE INQUIRY, 

which would enable his office to get separate facts 
relating tothe social and financial condition of 
the colored and white people. From the reports 
made by these special agents, Mr. Porter says he 
is enabled to say that, with the exception of sta- 
tistics of wealth, debt and taxation, the cost of the 
several _inquiries will not be greatly 
enhanced by such a_ division. The cost, 
however, of gathering on the especial schedule, 
and compelling the whole information desired, 
would be considerable, and while -the superinten- 
dent is willing.to undertake this work, if directed 
to do so by congress, he is of the opinion that it 
will require an additional appropriation of about 
$450,000. 

In addition to the increased cost, the superin- 
tendent expresses the fear that a special enumera- 
tion on a separate schedule in the hands of the 
census enumerator, will endanger and: possibly 
delay the completion of the field work béyond the 
limit of the one month prescribed by law. A 
large number of requests similar to this have 
been received from ali parts of the country.

WISE ON DAVIS. 


SPEECHES AT THE MEETING OF THE 
SOUTHERN SOCIETY. 


ON THE CHARACTER OF MR. DAVIS. 


Mr. Wise Pays a High Tribute to the South’s 
Dead Chieftain—Te Hate Mr. Davis 
Is to Hate the South, 


New York, Januery 7.—In response to a 
call of forty-three members, the Southern 
society of this city held a special meeting te 
night to pass the resolutions adopted by. com- 
mittee of nine in memory of Jefferson Davis. 
While the’comimittee was preparing resolutions 
ealis were made for John S. Wise, of Vir- 
ginia, and he was loudly applauded when he 
stood up to speak. He said, among other : 
things: ‘None of my hearers should be 
ashamed of Jefferson Davis's eareer. or the 
cause he espoused so ardently. We have the 
right to weep at the bier of a leader whose 
achievements were even conceded by his foes to 
have been great. The cause is dead, but it 
went to its grave fighting and with its face 
towards the conqueror. It has often been 
asserted that Jefferson Dayvis’s cause was an 
individual one. 

It should be resented when it is said of him, 
that his cause was different from our’s. He 
should bear no stigma that is not on WS. 
Every blow at him isa blow at the southern 
people. He was a brave man, and his equal 
was not in the whole struggle. The universal 
verdict of our foes, is, that we conducted an 
honorable campaign, and our struggle was 
conscentious. 

Colonel A. H. H. Dawson, who was attor- 
ney general under the confederacy, dwelt with 
feeling on the career of the leader of secession. 
He said that many were ashamed to acknowl- 
edge that they participated in the rebellion. 
Such persons he characterized as ‘‘slinks.”’ 

Other speakers were ex-Assistant Secretary 
William L. Trenholm, of Charleston ; Colonel 
Hugh L. Gardner, and Colonel H. L. Cole.

In cordial sympathy with all by whom he is held 
in reverence and affection, the New York Southern 
society, at its first meeting since the day that

THE STORY FROM THE STANDPOINT 
OF THE WHITES. 


WHICH BRINGS OUT SOME NEW FACTS 


The State of{Affairs Which Brought About 
the Lynehing—Negro Violence Whic¥ 


BARNWEIA, S. C., January 7.—[Special 


j Correspondence.J—A trip to Barnwell court 


house in’ South Carolina will satisfy any 
reasonabl¢ man that the tales that have been 
written about the state of affairs there since 
the lynching have been very greatly exager- 
ated. 4 

Business called the writer to the quiet and 
peaceable’ village of Barnwell on Monday 
last, which, being the first Monday, was the 
legal sale day for the county. There were 
gathered about three thousand people from 
all parts ef the* county, about equally 
dividedhalf the number Diack and 
the other whites. If there was the slightest 
appearatie®.of any race trouble I could not see 
it, and I ¢atefully looked to see if there was. 
I never saty a more orderly crowd in any com- 
munity, and while there were three saloons 
I saw véry few under the influence of liquor, 
and these of the lowest order of their re- 
spective colors. 

I went to the place where the lynching took 
place, whieh has been fully described. The 
bullet holes are plainly visible in the trees. 
The plaeé is just about a mile from the jail, 
and there is no doubt that quick work was 
made of the men who were lynched. 

During the sale day I saw the people, black 
and white, gathing from -all directions. The 
sale day in January is always a big day, and 
the crowd, soI was informed, was not un- 
usually large. I never saw 

A BETTER BEHAVED CROWD OF BLACKS. 

They had good teams as a general thing, and 
those that came in vehicles were about as well 
equipped as the white farmers. Those that 
rode had very good stock, with substantial 
saddles and bridles. They had by nomeans the 
appearance of being a badly treated class, and 
were in as good humor and as full of life as is 
generally seen with negroes who are well fed 
and well clothed. I have seen negroes in the 
Mississippi valley andin Arkansas, gathered tp- 
gether on public days, and I am confident the 
appearance of the Barnwell blacks last Monday 
was 100 percent better than the best I ever 
saw in the west, and, in fact, as good as any I 
ever saw anywhere. 

When the hour of sale arrived, the sheriff 
and master in chancery , ascended 
the right-hand steps of the court house and 
sold the goods and land levied to satisfy fi. fa.’s 
dgainst recalcitrant debtors or the property of 
some deceased citizen to wind up an estate. 
The left-hand stairs were occupied almost the 
entire time, and late in the evening bya col- 
ored auctioneer, who was assisting in every 
way possible the white auctioneer, and was 
selling horses and mules belonging to negroes. 
The crowd intermingled, and sometimes a 
white man would buy a horse or mule from 
the negro auctioneer, and very frequently a 
negro would purchase something sold on the 
right-hand by the white auctioneer. There 
Was no-¢}gsh in any way,—no unkind remarks, 
ror could any = of bitterness be dis- 
covered. \ 

THE WHITE PEOPL 

are the very best 
county was the center of a 
highly refined civilization before 
the war, and some of the best business men 
and brightest intellects in the state came from 
that county, I see nothing im the present 
generation that shcgys any deterioration. The 
wealth of the county, instead of being con- 
solidated as before the war, among the rich 
planters, is scattered now among a larger 
number, who, while they are not rich, are 
more active and progressive. The business 
that was once done by the rich planters with 
the factors of Charleston and Savannah, is 
now carried on by good business men in vari- 
ous parts of the county. There are now five 
banks in the county, all doing a prosperous 
business, a thing tnknown of until a few years 
ago, and I was informed that their businese is 
so good that there will be two others estab- 
lished very soon. 

Taking everything into consideration, the 
county is developing fast,, and_ will, 
without doubt, be the richest part 
of the state some day. Land is en- 
hanced in value from fifty to one hun- 
dred per cent in the past two years, and the 
large plantations are fast being divided, and 
the smaller places being thickly settled. New 
houses are being built and new enterprises 
started all over the country. 

WHAT LED TO THE LATE TROUBLE 

I took pains to enquire into the cause of the 
late lynching, and I became satisfled that, 
under the same circumstances, it would have 
occurred in any community, and much sooner 
in many than it did there. There has been in 
the past month, in different parts of the 
county, which quite largein area, five murders 
by blacks, before the lynching that culminated 
in the death of the prisoners who were under 
arrest for having participated in the last two. 

In almost every instance there was some 
trivial disagreement with a white man and a 
negro, when the latter consulted his colored 
friends, and was advised toavenge himself, and 
sometimes had assistance, resulting in the 
sudden death of the white man. Three of 
these cases had occurred where the blacks had 
escaped by the assistance rendered by other 
negroes on the place. When the fourth 
trouble occurred, in Barnwell village, the 
same circumstances surrounded it. A white 
man heard that a negro had been circulating 
ns reports about him, met him at the 
depot and told the negro if he heard any more 
about it he would punish him, Words ensued, 
during which a friend of the white man drew 
out a pistol and said he would 
shoot the negro, The white man 
interfered, persuaded his friend to desist, 
saying that ifthere was any necessity for 
shooting, he would prefer to do it himself. 
The friend whointerfered got on the train and 
left for Blockyille. The negro ran back to the 
village and told his friends what had occurred. 
The sensible negroes among his friends, told 
him to <4 to the town marshal and make a 
case. e bad element among his race—two 
or three of them—told him to get a pistol and 
shoot the d—n fellow down, that they would 
not let any white man talk to them that way, 
and that he would be sneered at, if he took 
such talk, until he would have to leave the 
place.

Very soon, however, the negro 
returned and informed them that young 
Martin was dead, and was lyingin the road at 
the negro quarte gs. Mr. Martin went to the 
spot as quickly as possible, and when he 
picked up the head of his dead son and laid it 
on his lap was horrified to find that his poor 


having five holes in his back, each large 
enough to insert the thumb. He was un- 
doubtedly instantly killed. He had-laid there 
from 9 o’clock Saturday night till after sun up 
on Sunday, in fifty yards of the negro houses, 
and no alarm had been given, when they all 
admitted they heard the shots fired ang heard 
him call for help. They even told who they 
thought shot him, and who was in the 
road when it ocerrred. The coroner’s jury 
was assembled as soon as the neighbors 
‘were informed, and the testimony elicited 
clearly proved that Peter Bell fired the shot 
from an old musket, and that six other 
negroes were in the conspiracy and accessories 
before and after the fact. Some of them were 
on hand to finish the work if Peter Bell failed. 
Two of the six escaped, but four were arrested 
and putin the Barnwell jail. As soon as 
young Martin’s body was carried to Charles— 
ton and buried, the white pres from all 
parts of the county assembled near Barnwell 
village. About one hundred formed the 
gathering of friends of each of the white men 
that had been killed. They captured the 
sheriff, took the eight prisoners out of jail, 
leayv others not pherged with murder, 
carrie them about a mile from 
the jail tied one separately 
and shot the ast one of them. 
They then carried the sheriff back tothe jail, 
dispersed, and were at their respective homes 
by day light. )

MURDERED THE WHITES, 

they never would have been lynched them- 
selves It is a dangerous game when ignorant 
people take the law in their own hands, and 
while the people do not approve lawlessness in 
white men, they are well satisfied that the 
negroes will suffer whenever they attempt it, 
and this lesson was never more forcibly taught 
than it was on the night of this lynching. The 
people of Barnwell are slow to move, but when 
they do, itis like acyclone. It was so before 
the war, it was so during the war, and there is 
no abatement in the spirit now.

TO MAKE THE BALLOT FREE FROM 
INTIMIDATION. 


GOVERNOR D. B. HILL’S SUGGESTIONS 


He Likes Some Features of the Australias 
System, but Others He Objects To—He 
Cites Instances of Intimidation.

_AbBany, N. Y., January 7.—Governor Hill, 
in his annual message to the legislature, 
urges the desirability of seme changes in the 
laws relating to elections. He reviews the 
present election laws and says: 

Yet in spite of these excellent provisions, ous 
laws do not reach two ‘great evils which attend 
our elections —intimidation and corruption, 


| These flourish unchecked, bringing shame upon 


our state, rendering our elections a mockery and 
threatening even integrity and the existence of 
our political institutions. It is indeed a sad alle- 
gation which is made, and not denied, 
that in some parts of our 
State at the recent presidential election, corrup- 
tion was so unrestrained that the scene at the 
polls resembled an auction more than an election, 
and that in other places intimidation was so pre- 
valent and undisguised, particularly at some of 
our manufacturing centres, that employees were 
virtually driven to the polls, and were actually in- 
structed by their employers as to what ticket they 
should vote. No public service can be more pa- 
triotie than that which seeks to guard the suffrage 
from such abuses. It is conceded by good citi- 
zens everywhere, I think, that all legislation 
intended to improve our election laws should 
have for its main purpose the correction of these 
two evils— 
CORRUPTION AND INTIMIDATION. 

All other objects sought to be obtained are of 
subordinate importance and should not be per- 
mitted to delay or prevent the accomplishment of 
this great reform. To the methods which are 
suggested, the legislature wili do weil to give a 
careful consideration, adopting that which is free 
from oonstitdtional and other proper objections 
and offers the simplest and Nest practicable 
remedy for the existing evils. 

Many well meaning citizens and political assoe 
ciations, impressed by the necessity for some 
remedial legislation, are just now urging the 
adoption of what is known as the Australian sys- 
tem of voting, and apparently believe it will fur-

now surround our elections. If this belief is well 
founded there ought to be no prejudice agains® 
adopting the system, merely because it has been 
successfully tried in foreign countries. It does 
not follow, however, that because the Australian 
system seems to be well adapted to the govern- 
ments of Australia and England, and mw 
superior to the system’s which previously existed 
there, it can be appropriately applied to our in- 
stitutions without its material modification. These 
governments are founded upon the theory that 
the state should undertake to perform every ser- 
vice that it can perform, while the true theory of 
our institutions is that the state should do noth- 
ing that can be better or as well be done by the 
free and untrammelled action 
OF THE INDIVIDUAL CITIZEN. 

To test the greatest control and power of infer 
ence in the government is the object of their laws, 
while the intent of ours is to confer upon the peo- 
ple the largest liberty and greatest personal priv- 
ileges consistent with the public welfare. 

tshould not be forgotten also that universal 
suffrage does not exist in Australia and Great 
Britain, but elect:on systems there are based upon 
restricted suffrage. That this difference of condi- 
tions is recognized by friends of the Australian 
system, in this country, is shown by the fact that 
the system in its entirety, has not been adopted 
by any State in the unfon. Several states, with 
constitutions more friendly to it than 
our own, have enacted what is called 
the Australian system, but only after mate- 
rial and vital modification. This adaptation 
by various states of the different features of the 
system appears to have produced a confused im- 
pression in the public mind as to what this system 
really is. Before discussing, therefore, the advis- 
ability of its Adoption in a whole, or in part, by 
our own state, I desire to remind tho legislature 
of its distinguishing features. My own opinion is 
that many oi these are admirable, while others 
are decidedly objectionable, constitutionally and 
otherwise.” 

THG GOVERNOR’S SUGGESTION. 

The governor recommends the passage of @ 
law which will provide for a secret compart- 
ment for the voter, and claims that this pro- 
vision alone would do much ‘to prevent cor 
ruption and would secure the chief benefits of 
true electoral reform. In his opinion a gen- 
eral registration of electors throughout the 
whole state should be a part of the system.

The valuable property of the Alabama and 
Georgia Manufacturing company, of West 
Point, was sold here today at public outery, 
under foreclosure proceedings instituted by 
W. H. Huguley & Co. 

Several large capitalists from the eéast and 
west were present. 

The decree of the court under which the sale 
was made, was in favor of W.H. Huguley & 
Co., and was rendered by Judge Harris during 
the last session of the Troup superior court. 
The paper carried with it the entire property, 
consisting of mill, machinery, real estate, quick 
assets and the general franchise of the Ala 
bama and Georgia duck mills. 

The sale was made by Mr. H. C. Fisher, of 
Newnan, as receiver. 

The history of the mills is well known 
throughout the south, and those who kept 
posted knew that W. H. Huguley & Co., im 
addition to owning a majority of the stock of 
the corporation, represented all of the indebt- 
edness, amounting to over $100,000. To these 
Mr. Will T. Huguely’s presence at the sale to- 
day was no surprise. They knew that 
he was here to buy the property. For 
a short time the yidding was 
quite amimated, but Mr. Huguley’s at- 
torney, Judge J.M.Chilton,of Alabama, was im 
forthe campaign, and secured the mills forthe 
Huguleysand their associates, Messrs. Orrick 
and Graham, paying therefor $69,000 cash. 
The sale was with the property subject 
to a bonded indebtedness of $3,000, nearly 
every dollar of which the Huguleys possess. 
The original cost of the property, machinery 
and reality was $325,000, and with it the 
purchasers secure the quick assets, which are 
quite liberal.

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A SINGULAR SITUATION IN SOUTH 
GEORGIA. 


Fhe Bestruction of the Johnstown Ax Fac- 
tory Cuts Short the Supply of Axes, and 
Hundreds of Menare Idle. | 

SAvVAnwanH, Ga., January 7.—[Special.]— 
Georgia turpentine farmers are in a bad fix 
on account of thé shortage in the ax 
supply. They hare brought thousands 
of negroes from North atid South Caro- 
lina, as they do every. year, to eut 
boxes 6n the pine trees. Now they can’t get 


axes enough for all the negroes, peorirgnnent 
of them are idle. The flood which swept 


Johnstown away last summer, destroyed the, 
great ax factory of this country. Since then 
the stéeck in the United States has run down. 
Importers have evidently not 
brovght any over from Europe. A 
month or two ago the factories here began 
to diseover that there might be trouble in get- 
ting all the axes needed. Telegrams were 
: SENT IN HOT HASTE ~ 
to Charleston, Wilmington and other cities in 
the sotfh. The first to order picked up a few 
dozen Here and there. During the last two 
weeks there has been a great scramble for 
axes. One Savannah hardware man wired: a 
firm in New York to buy up all the axes he 
could get, and the broker could not scrape to- 
rether but five dozen axesin the metropolis. 
Baltiencre had a small stock, and a hardware 
firm received 57 dozen by a steamer from there 
last week. One firm of factors modestly asked 
for half of the consigment, and considered 
themselves fortunate when they got ten dozen. 
The factors say thera are hundreds of hands in 
the country who are idle for the want of axes. 
Some firms have been fertunate enough to get 
just enough for their customers to

This shortage in axes and the large number 
of farms which have been worked out and laid 
by, will keep the crop down, and it may not 
go urich over this year’s.

DANGER IN THE WATER|— 


THE BOARD OF HEALTH CONDEMNS 


THE ARTESIAN WELL. 


Sevrage Salt Nearly Quadrupled in the Last 
Year— Worse than Surface Wells—Pump- 
ing to be Discontinued. 


The artesian water is condemned by the 
board of health and the pumping will proba- 
bly be discontinued by their order at the next 
meeting. 

For over two years there has been doubt on 
‘he subject, but the imerease of sewage sait 
has at last become so marked that there .can 
be doubt no longer. 

The increase froin 1886 to 1888 
twenty-five per cent, and that caused 
the board of healthto come to the conclu- 
sion that the water was net artesian and the 
well was a “palpable failure,” asthey said in 
their report a year ago. Sinee then the. sew- 
age salt. has almost quadrupled, and the rd 
speaks in positive terms of the noxious char- 
acter of the water 

A year ago they declared the water of doubt- 
ful safety, "and ree ‘commended that the mains 
of the artesian well resery oir be extended no 
farther. 

In this report they mention the favorable re- 

ort of Professor Charles Harrington, whose 
fette ar we r Glenn evoked areply from Mr. 
John McCandless, the chemistof the board of 
health. The board calls attention to the fact 
that Prefessor Harrington was ignorant of the 
progressive increase of the sewage salt in 
the water at successive analyses made 
through two years, and they shew, by his 
second letter, Par he modified his opinion 
when put in possession cf these facts. Thus 
Mr. McCandless, the Atlanta chemist’s posi- 
tion, from the first, was sustained, and itis 
now shown, by a recent analysis, to be abso- 
lutely uncontrovertibie. 

“In amatter of so great importance as the 
quality of the drinking water supplied toa 
populous city, says the report, this board is not 
content to rest the question where it was left 
jn its last annual report, but for the purpose of 
verifying or of dissipating the apprehension 
therein expressed regarding the saiety of this 
water,a vervrecent analyses has been procured, 
and that the fayits | tmnay be comprehended at a 
giance, several analyses formerly obtained are 
reproduced.” 

The analyses of artesian water for 1886, 1888, 
and in December, 1880, are given. The in- 
crease of sewage salt is shown in the sodium 
chloride. 

The analysis of 1886 gives to the United States 
galion: 

Total solids 10.07 grains. 

Sodiuin chioride 2.09 grains. 

The analysis of Octo ber, 1886, gives 

Total solids 21.00 grains. 

Sodium chloride 8.35 grains. 

The anatys sis of November 1888 gives; 

Tetal solids 22.55 grains, 

Sodium ¢ hloride 10.56 grains. 

The analysis of Decen iber 1889 gives: 

Total solids 58.86 grains. 

Sodiuin chloride $4, G2 grains. 

The report then says: 

“This beard feels that its duty toward the 
community inthis particular has been fuily 
discharged when it submits these facts and its 
estimate of the quality of this water may be 
thoroughiy understood when it states that the 
water is now shown to be no _ beiter, 
but absolutely worse than the water 
found in shallow wells near the center of the 
city, the use of which in anumber of cases was 
prohibited by this board two years ago. 
Among the w ells condemned at that time and 
a fatr sample of the lot,was a well in the cellar 
of Block’s candy factory, corner of Alabama 
aud Pryor streets, and as astandard of compar- 
fson. The’analysis of water from this shallow 
well is here given: Total solids 52.65 grains 
sodium chloride 24.88. Well condemned and 
use of water prohibited.’’ 

This shows the artesan water to have fifty 
per cent more sewage salt, than the water 
from the Block well. 

At its next meeting the board ofthéalth will 
take up the subject for action, and Chief In- 
spector Veal says there is little doubt that they 
will order the use of the artesian water dis- 
continued.

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AN ENGLISHMAN LOOKING FOR A 
BLACK BRIDE. 


He Writes the Sheriffs of Georgia to Look Up 
the Ex-Slave Who Offers $15,000 to a 
White Man to Marry His Daughter. 


Here is another phase of the race problem— 
the solution from John Bull’s point of view. 

Sheriff L. P. Thomas yesterday received a 
letter from Plattsmouth, Neb., which will be 
read with mingled feelings of surprise and 
amusement. 

The writer of the letter, which is addressed 
“*to the sheriffs of Georgia,’’ says he is a young 
Englishman ; is anxious to begin a connubial 
career under the auspices of an African dam- 
sel, providing her color is backed up by a good 
round pile of ‘ducats. 

He wants to marry a negro girl, the daughter 
of an ex-slave. 

He is anxious about the matter, and his 
only drawback to a personal canvass 
for the dusky help-meet is a lack of 
funds to enable him to plant his foot on Geor- 
gia soil. 

Henry James Lambert is the seeker after 
the black bride, and if one can be found with 
a dowry sufficiently large, he is willing to 
divide with anybody who directs him to the 
place of her abode. He states that the particu- 
lar damsel for whom he seeks is the daughter 
of an ex-slavye, who proposes to present ahy 
white man who weds her with a dower of fif- 
teen thousand dollars. In this event he offers 
to pay five hundred dollars to the person who 
directs him to her home. . 

As to marrying, he says: ‘‘And I will stay 
with her until death takes us apart, so help 
me God.’’ Adding that he is a member of the 
M. E. church and means business. He 
promises to send his photograph if asked. 

But here is the letter itself, enclosed with 
which was a self-addressed envelope to 
prevent mistake. 

PLATTSMOUTH, Neb., January 4, 1890.—Dear 
Sirs: Iam writing for you to do mea favor, and 
if you succeed I will offer any of you a five hun- 
dred dollar bill. Isawan advertisement in the 
Omaha Bee, in the connubialities column, that a 
Georgia wealthy ex-slave has offered fifteen thous- 
and dollars a year to the first respectable white 
man who will marry his daughter. If any of you 
succeed I will forfeit $500, and find where he—the 
ex-Slave—lives, and what county, town or country 
and postoflice box number, and his name in full, 
and if any of you find out where he resides and 
tell him I will marry his daughter if he will send 
me a railroad pass to come, I will come right 
away. Andtell him Iam an Englishman, and 
have been in this country for five years and 
seven months. I am anxious to come, 
and I will stay with her till death takes us apart, 
so help me God. I belong to the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, and I mean business, and please let 
me know by the 22d of next month prompt, as 
Iam a respectable young man about 25 years of 
age, and a good character and honest, and if the 
ex-Slave wishes I can have this signed by three 
responsible parties or three judges. All of you go 
to work right away and find out. I would like 
to have this letter answered before the end of 
this month—January—goes out, and If the ex- 
Slave wishes I will send him a photo of myself, 
and the man that I work for will strongly recom- 
mend for me to come. I will enclose an envelope 
already addressed to me, so that there will be no 
trouble in finding me when you or the ex-slave 
writes. Please answer this as soon 
as possible, for I am anxious for 
him to send _ for me right away.

nement and a full knowledge of all the facts 
oy my case, I was kindly permitted by Judge 
Narke to visit my family for sev- 
eral weeks in a case of desperate illness, 
I returned alone and unguarded to my cheer- 
less and, to me, utterly repulsive cell. 
_ As to the second sentence in said parapragh, 
there is much that I must not write down here, 
in advance of atrial, if I am ever to be accorded 
one; but this much I do say, and not in a spirit of 
bravado or suppliance, but weighing well my 
words, and through a mist of tears and an aching 
heart, caused by my love for one, to mention 
whose name in these prison walls would be to tarn- 
ish it, the mother of my helpless and unprovided
